Mr Harold Stassen Tells America 


Increased East-West Trade 


May Put 


Off An ciaai Armageddon 


Washington, Nov, 22. 
America was told today that new Western trading policies permit- 

ting increased trade with the Soviet bloc in Europe might put off an 

atomic Armageddon and lead to peaceful co-existence between East and 


West. 


Mr Harold Stassen, United States foreign aid chief, made_ this 
statement in a report to Congress in defence of the new trading rules. 

He detailed complex negotiations between the United States and 14 
of its allies, including Britain and France, on revising strategic controls on 


exports from the West. 


It was his fifth report to Con- 
gress on operations under the 
Battle Act, which gives the 
Presjdent quthority io cut off 
American ald to any country 
selling rtrategic goods behind the 
Tron Curtaln, 

The Allied negotlatlons led to 
a declsion in Paris this year to 
cut the number of strategic 
{tems banned from oxport and to 
tighten existing controls on the 
shortened list, 

Mr Stassen sald that beforu 
the Paris agreement he believed 
the revision p: ied by Britain 
went further fhe United 
States considered wisc, “The 
differences in the Britlsh and 
American approaches to the 
revision project were rerious 
enough to cause much worry on 
both sides of tho ocean.” 

ONLY FEW ITEMS 

Britain had wanted to embar- 
go only ao small aumber of 
items ‘having an Indirect 
military importance, Mr Stassen 
said, The United States wanted 
continued restrictlons on many 
Items which, though useful in 
peace-time, would in war-time 
be lorgely or exclusively de- 
voted to war production itself. 

But throughout the negotla- 
tlons the United States Govern- 
ment had favoured - incrensed 
East-West trade "to build 
Western Europe’s economies and 
defences, 

He summed up the Paris 
agreemeht * by-- saying: +: "At 
summer's end United States 
officials could: look. back upon 
the results of the Intermational 
Tevision ‘effort not with com- 
plete satisfaction, for the United 
States dtd not achieve all it 
desired, ‘but with the con- 
eclousness that this’ country’s 
secunity efforts had keen sub- 
stantially met.”
